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ADVISORY ACTION 



The action filed by applicant traverses the rejection of Claims 1-4 and 6-20. The 
applicant argues Independent Claims 1 and 18 contain the limitation of alternately 
applying successive upburst links from different subscriber stations, so that one modem 
is utilized to demodulate a received data burst. The applicant argues that the Gilhousen 
reference does not contain this limitation and is therefore overcome. However, this 
limitation is not contained in the Claim language. The limitation regarding successive 
data signals in independent claims 1 and 18 is contained within the preamble, stating 
"apparatus for a communication station operable in a wireless communication system at 
least to receive first and second successive data signals transmitted thereto by a first 
subscriber station". The examiner is not persuaded that the independent claims 
overcome the reference and therefore the claims will not be entered. 
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
